During  the  last  decade,  the  25  counties  with  the  highest  rates  of  AIDS  cases  were  mostly  rural.  The  rates  of 
sexually  transmitted  diseases  (STDs),  which  increase  the  risk  of  transmitting  HIV,  were  also  high  in  rural  areas, 
especially  in  the  South. 

Rural  areas  present  unique  challenges  to  providing  HIV/AIDS  prevention  and  treatment  services.  For  example, 
confidentiality  may  be  hard  to  maintain  in  rural  areas,  contributing  to  the  stigma  surrounding  HIV  testing  and  other 
prevention  activities.  In  addition,  a  lack  of  rural  health  services,  particularly  HIV/AIDS  specialty  care,  combined 
with  long  distances  between  towns,  creates  barriers  to  treatment. 

The  CDC  is  committed  to  addressing  these  and  other  challenges  by  supporting  hundreds  of  community-based  HIV 
prevention  and  treatment  programs  across  the  nation.  Pathfinders  are  just  one  of  the  tools  CDC  offers  to  make 
information  on  HIV/AIDS  resources  and  services  accessible.  This  Pathfinder  includes  lists  of  organizations, 
educational  materials,  and  Internet  sites  to  help  you  find  information  on  HIV/AIDS,  STDs,  and  rural  populations.

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^electing   Educational   Materials 

Choosing  the  right  presentation  of  information  is  as 
important  as  the  information  itself.  As  you  search  for 
educational  materials,  consider  the  following  questions: 

•  Which  format  best  suits  your  audience's 
needs,  preferences,  and  habits? 

A  journal  article  is  more  appropriate  for  audiences 
with  formal  medical  training.  And  individuals  with 
low-literacy  skills,  or  for  whom  English  is  not  the 
first  language,  may  benefit  from  information 
presented  graphically. 

•  Which  format  best  fits  your  purpose? 

A  fact  sheet  or  report  may  best  convey  factual 
information,  whereas  a  flyer  or  brochure  may  be 
more  motivational. 

•  Which  format  will  most  easily  reach  your 
audience? 

A  self-mailing  brochure  might  save  you  time  and 
money,  or  perhaps  your  audience  has  easy  access 
to  computers  and  would  prefer  viewing  the 
information  electronically. 


•  Is  the  information  up-to-date  and  appropriate 
for  your  audience  ? 

By  locating  the  publication  dates  of  your  educational 
materials,  you  can  see  where  they  fit  in  the 
progression  of  the  science  of  HIV/AIDS  testing  and 
treatment. 

Your  local  public  libraries,  state  health  departments, 
university  libraries,  and  health  information 
clearinghouses  provide  information  and  trained  staff  to 
help  you  access,  evaluate,  and  use  educational 
materials.  Nowadays,  information  is  easier  to  access 
than  ever  before:  many  public  libraries  offer  online 
access  to  library  resources,  including  state  university 
libraries.  Contact  your  public  library  to  learn  if  your 
state  participates  in  such  a  program  and  how  to  access 
it.  Or  contact  NPIN's  skilled  librarians  and  information 
specialists  for  personalized  research  support  and  help  in 
locating  and  evaluating  the  information  you  need  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  HIV  disease.
